Dcndrobuun /nicropht/to/t is a niost distinet speeies 
vvitb no elose allies ainonu; - tbe lMiilippine speeies ot’ Den- 
drobimn. It is apparentlv elosely allied to Dendrohinnt 
fttnifortne libnne, a rare speeies known, aeeordino to 
publisbed reeords, onlv t’rom New (iuinea. Dendrobitttn 
fttnifornte is known to meonlv t’rom tbe deseriptions and 
t’rom Hlume's tijíures ( Humpbia 4 (1848) t. 19H, 4. t.l. 
lílHl)). I'be present speeies ditters t’rom D. fnnifortne in 
bavinjí ti 8-lobed oblonjí li|>, not an entire laneeolate one: 
it also seems to bave a sborter mentum. Otber diHer- 
enees in tbe petals and sepals are notieeable, as we 
minor ditlerenees in tbe vetfetative strueture.
